1 . This Office Action is a response to communication dated 1 1/25/05. Claims 1-38 are 
pending in the application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or suggest a 
claimed method, computer program and apparatus for converting a received client 
signal into a frame based transport signal, comprising, among other limitation, a novel 
and unobvious limitation of "creating successive payload sections each accommodating 
the same number of transport data units, each transport unit being a byte, each 
transport unit also being set either to one of the received client data units or to a dummy 
data unit", structurally and functionally interconnected with other limitations in a manner 
as recited in claims 1 -38.
